TNattonal Crop Improvement Service ] 
S we gee it, our patriotic duty 
is to utilize our crops to the 
hest advantage after having 
grown them/* says Mr. Frank Baackes, 
who has organized the Agricultural 
Commission of the American Steel and 
W ire Company, “to form local units to 
supplement the advice given by the 
Governm ent in Bulletin DSI, on drying 
cf fruits and vegetables. 


“Everybody knows that in the aver­ 
age garden there is actually more 
produce wasted than utilized. 
This is 
due to the fact th. t the old-fashioned 
a rt of food evaporation has largely 
been discontinued, and the modern 
housewife, owing to the cheapness of 
sugar in the past dec ade, has confined 
her efforts in food conservation to 
preserves, jams and jellies. 
“When I was a boy every farm er 
had strings of pumpkin, squash, dried 
apples, peaches, sweet corn, and many 
other fruits and vegetables which were 
laid away for future use and served 
when fresh vegetables were not to be 
had. 
Modern transportation brings us 
tomatoes, lettuce, radishes, onions, etc 
every month of the year from the 
south, and city people have formed the 
habit of eating frosh vegetables in and 
out of season 
But, iii this war, lack 
of cars and the necessity of conserv­ 
ing our grains for shipping to the 
Allies make it imperative that we save 


every ounce of available food possible. 
“It is a very simple matter to dry 
fruits, berries and vegetables. 
We are 
now' advocating that after these vege­ 
tables are dried that they be ground 
in a hand-mill and put aw ay in meal 
form 
ordinary coffee or baking- 
pow u# tins, to be used throughout 
the u lster and spring for soups, ome­ 
lets, casserole dishes, lamb stews, and 
as flavoring for an infinite number of 
savory dishes. 
We are, in our experi­ 
mental department, making meals of 
or.rsley, turnips, cabbages, onions, car­ 
rots, peas, soy beans, parsnips, toma­ 
toes and kohlrabi with entire success. 
“Potato flour is one of the most use­ 
ful of all the common desiccated vege­ 
tables. 
It should be made in largo 
quantities by utilizing the small pota- f 
toes. 
Containing as it does, all of the 
food clements in this valuable tuber, f 
25 to 30 per cent of it may be included i 
with, wheat flour, making a white, I 
wholesome bread which has flavor and | 
keeping qualities second to none. 
“The advantages of making vege­ 
table meal are many. 
On a small 
home-made drier any lot of vegetables 
may be quickly dried and conveniently 
ground ?o that the work connected 
with the operation is very light. Lit­ 
erally tons of vegetables can be con­ 
served in meal form. 
We are very 
glad to supplement the work of th<i 
Food Administration In pushing th ii 
very important campaign.-'
